








GENERAL INDEX. 





Use of the index will be facilitated by bearing in mind that subjects are frequent'y given under two 5; more headings, e. g., 
brain, cerebral, tumors, etc.; heart and cardiac; cirrhosis, liver and hepatic; child, children and infant; gland, thyroid, ete. 
Often, too, writers treat of the eye, ear, nose and throat under one head, etc., and the titles do not always permit of indexing 
under the several headings, The “General Index” contains only titles of articles, subjects of editorials, society proceedings, ab- 
stracts, and miscellaneous matter appearing in Tur JouRNAL; the titles of editorials, book notices, deaths, societies, mar- 
riages, Association news, medical organization, and state boards of registration are indexed and arranged under their separate 


headings in the “Index of Departments,” instead of in the body of the “General Index.”

The titles and authors of all other articles 
from other journals are under the ‘Current Medical Literature” Index.
